The survey was sponsored by the 
Atlantic Institute for International 
Affairs, a private independent re- 
search center in Paris, along with 
the International Herald Tribune 
and leading newspapers and a ra- 
dio-TV network m the countries 
polled. The Louis Harris organiza- 
tion did the interviewing and tabu- 
lated the results. 

The poll was the second such 
survey m six months. The first pdQ, 
conducted last fall, focused on se- 
curity issues within eight countries 
of the Atlantic alliance; the latest 
poll, for which interviewing took 
place in the last two weeks of 
March, concentrated on econom- 
ics. Japan was added to the coun- 
tries pofled.

Dam Blown Up to Divert Etna’s Lava

CATANIA, Slcfly — In an effort to save moun- 
tain villages from the molten lava of Mount Etna, 
workers have blown up a dam to divert the liquid 
rock into a man-made channel. 

It may be several days, however, before officials 
know whether the project has diverted enough Lava 
to prevent the flow from hitting villages below. 
The civil defense minister. Loris Fortuna, said that 
if half the flow is interrupted “it will do the job we 
need.” 

A b rillian t red flash set the night sky aglow as 
Saturday’s explosion broke through an earth re- 
taining wall that was built to stem the flow of lava 
while the canal was completed. 

Some experts have criticized the $4£-million 


project, saying that the canal could cot handle a 
major flow and that much of the molten rock 
would solidify in the canal, making it useless. 

But Stefano Scammacca, the vice prefect of Ca- 
tania and one of the project coordinators, defend- 
ed the action, saving: “we did what we set out to 
do, divert the lava.” 

Scientists were studying ways to improve the 
flow into the artificial canal, which leads to an. 
uninhabited basin where another retaining wall 
has been built. 

The lava — with a temperature of 1,800 degrees 
Fahrenheit (980 Centigrade! — has moved 42 
miles (6.7 kilometers} since the flow began March 
28, destroying dozens of houses, restaurants, orc- 
hards and farmlands.

Soldiers in Santiago 
Seal Off 2 Suburbs; 
2,000 Rounded Up

SANTIAGO — Soldiers and mil- 
itary police sealed Off two working 
class suburbs of Santiago and 
rounded up more than 2,000 men 
and teen-agers in a search for mili- 
tants said to have provoked anti- 
government demonstrations last 
week, according to residents of the 
area. 

The roundups Saturday mme. af- 
ter Chile's Roman Catholic 
Church, saying it "cannot remain 
indifferent" to mass protests 
against rightist mQitaiy rule, urged 
Friday the government of Presi- 
dent Angusto Pinochet to reconcile 
itself with its critics. 

The search began shortly before 
3 AJvL, when dozens of army 
trucks arrived carrying soldiers 
who cordoned off the streets in the 
poor south-side neighborhoods of 
Joao Goulart and La Victoria, rea- 
der! ls said. 

Two hours later, security police 
detectives using megaphones called 
out all the male inhabitants over 
the age of 14, rounding up more 
than 2.000, residents said. 

The men were lined up in the 
street and then taken to local foot- 
ball grounds, where detectives 
rfiackgri their documents and then 
released those not considered 
suspects, residents said. 

More than 130 men were arrest- 
ed and taken away from the 
grounds in trucks before the search 
ended shortly before midday, a lo- 
cal parish pnKl said. 

Santiago's military authorities 
said the search was “to detect and 
arrest anti-social dements and re- 
quisition arms and explosives that 
are used against innocent citizens.” 

The military roundup occurred 
in two suburbs where violent 
clashes took place between inhabit- 
ants and anti-riot police Wednes-

His comments 
were in reaction to Wednesday’s 
protests. 

“The church cannot remain in- 
different to such a large manifesta-

Archbishop Fresno said.

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Joblessness Remains Top Worry in Industrialized Nations

79. a former president of Mexico 
ao& an advocate of industrializa- 
tioQ and improvements in agricul- 
ture, died of a heart attack Satur- 
day-at his home in Mexico City.

W ASHINGTON — Lope says it is the Ar- 
abs' move.

The new Atlantic Insrinne-Louis Harris 
poll for the International Herald Tribune, 
published today, reveals a striking differ- 
ence between the way Americans view the 
world’s economic problems and the opin- 
ions of West Europeans and Japanese. 

Americans give scarcely any credit to the 
idea that the Western economy has been in 
a deep structural crisis that demands an in- 
ternational solution. The American govern- 
ment's lack of interest in major reforms or 
in common efforts to remake the industrial 
nations’ economic and monetary structures 
is a direct reflection of the American pub- 
lic's belief that what we have been experi- 
encing are “difficulties" rather than a crisis, 
and their optimism that growth soon will be 
under way again, given sensible measures 

— by implication, national measures. For- 
ty-two percent of the Americans believe 
this; only 22 percent think international ac- 
tion is required. For them prosperity is just 
around the corner. 

Tbe Europeans, except for the British, 
and the Japanese take tbe opposite view. 
They mostly think that a long-term crisis 
exists, for which fundamental adjustments 
and international action are indispensable. 

. Yet Americans are in considerable num- 
bers willing to take the blame for making 
trouble for the world’s economy. While just 
under 20 percent of the Europeans and 32 
percent of tbe Japanese blame U.S. policies 
for the system's present troubles, so do 26 
percent of the Americans. The Japanese are 
even more willing to accept responsibility 

— 27 percent of them hold that their own 
export policies are at fault, while only I8.S 
percent of everyone else thinks that, al- 
though Germans are more hostile to the 
Japanese than the Japanese themselves and 
Americans are nearly so. 

Unexpectedly, the most popular target of 
blame for the world's troubles is tbe devel- 
oping nations Only tbe Japanese, Italians 
and Spanish do not fed seriously threat- 
ened by Third World exports. The rest of 
those surveyed put more blame on coun- 
tries like Taiwan and Singapore for their 
own difficulties than on the United Stales 
or Japan, which seems to be both an untrue 
diagnosis and a disquieting sign of how 
things stand in the Western world's opinion 
of the developing nations. 

As for what to do about the problem, 
protectionism is the favorite answer. An av- 
erage of more than S3 percent of all respon- 
dents favor import restrictions — twice the 
number of those who declare themselves 
against them. Free trade orthodoxy — pro- 
gressive reduction of restrictions — wins a 
31 percent average vote, with 24 percent 
against, which may seem a confusing result. 
But it may also be significant: To agree to 


the idea of free trade is the “respectable" 
response. Protectionism is not. The British 
and Americans are the most protectionist, 
but they are also among the roost commit- 
ted to trade liberalization. Only Norway is 
more strongly for liberalization. West Ger- 
many, champion of free trade since 1945, 
manages only a weak 49 percent for liberal- 
ization, with 24 percent against and 27 per- 
cent unsure. Forty-eight percent favor re- 
strictions on imports. 

Even if the industrial nations cannot 
agree on how serious their economic prob- 
lems are or how long they will last, it seems 
to us that this evidence of a very high de- 
mand for restrictions on international trade 
is a serious and troubling matter. Notewor- 
thy in connection with this is that both the 
Labor Party in Britain, in the current parli- 
amentary election campaign, and a power- 
ful minority in the governing Socialist Party 
of France, now are explicitly committed to 
protectionist policies. We are no longer sim- 
ply in the realm of public opinion. 

Finally, the results of the poll on military 
questions sbow both a very sharp sense of 
the threat war and an even higher level of 
confidence in — or can it be complacence 
about? — the West's defenses. 

The threat of war is outranked only by 
unemployment and crime as tbe “greatest 
concerns" to individuals and their countries 
today . Yet few believe their defenses to be 
inadequate, less than 7 percent on average. 
Only the Americans (12 percent) and the 
Japanese (10 percent) seem to be at all wor- 
ried about the matter. 

An average of 65 percent of the public 
everywhere would cut military spending 
and put money into social services, health 
and education. Americans want this more 
than most — 69 percent of them, exceeded 
only by the French and Spanish. Actively 
against military cuts are less than 20 per- 
cent of tbe total respondents. The Norwegi- 
ans. Dutch and British are the most serious 
defenders of military spending and the least 
enthusiastic about cuts, on interesting fig- 
ure considering the strength of the peace 
movement in those countries. Germany is 
among those most in favor of defense cuts 
and least opposed (67 percent for, 15 per- 
cent against, compared with 54 percent for 
cuts in the Netherlands and 27 percent 
against, and 69 percent for with 27 percent 
against in the United States) 

In these figures one sees plainly why the 
Reagan administration's military programs 
are so controversial and divisive, both at 
home and abroad. If the threat of Soviet 
attack is really serious, as Washington in- 
sists, it seem that the majority in the West 
does not recognize it, does not believe in it 
or does not care.

The cargo preference bill is hack — and, as 
always, it is pure poison ivy. It says that a 
certain proportion of all bulk cargoes moving 
by sea in or out of American ports must be 
carried in American-flag ships. 

Because most American ship builders and 
owners have long since lost control of their 
costs, they survive only where they can get this 
kind of legislative protection. That is also why 
most American-owned ships are registered in 
other countries, avoiding the extremely expen- 
sive requirements for doing business with the 
tight alliance erf overpriced American ship- 
yards, owners and maritime unions. This tri- 
angular alliance continues trying to gel the 
Congress to force American traders to use its 
ships despite the fact that they are uncompeti- 
tive by a very wide margin. 

Cargo preference would provide still anoth- 
er subsidy to an industry that is already one of 
tbe most heavily subsidized in the country. 
There are fat subsidies to build ships, fat sub- 
sidies to ran them and fat subsidies to train 
personnel This year the total will ran well 
over half a billion dollars. The Reagan admin- 
istration is currently trying to cut off at least 
the construction subsidies. This threat evokes 


anxiety within the maritime industry, which 
fears worse lo come and has revived tbe cargo 
preference bell in an attempt to get a lock on a 
fixed share of the shipping business, regardless 
of tbe prices that it changes. 

What better solution — from the industry's 
point erf view — than to augment those vulner- 
able federal subsidies with a much larger but 
less visible one, paid by American consumers 
through higher shipping costs? The American 
Petroleum Institute, representing the oil com- 
panies, says that by the time the legislation 
became fully effective around the year 2000, it 
would add perhaps £29 billion a year to tbe 
nation's oil bifi. That is not a disinterested es- 
timate, but it is fair warning of the magnitude 
of the price tag attached to this legislation. 

The maritime lobby argues that these lavish 
subsidies are necessary because, in time of 
war. the military might need the ships. To the 
very limited extent to which the argument is 
valid, any subsidy — new or old — ought to 
appear explicit in each year’s federal budget 
where Congress can watch it and challenge it.

Ann Reinking: All That Dancin’

W ASHINGTON — Ann 
Retaking swayed, spa- 
ghetti-like in the center of a tight- 
ly bunched, squiggting mass of 
dancers — the Queen Worm sur- 
rounded by devout followers. 
R anking, the high-kidting. 

hip- twitching star of “All That 
Jazz" and “Annie,” was leaching 
two master classes here in be- 
tween filming a TV special and 

preparing for a one-woman show 

at Carnegie Hall in October. “I 
enjoy leaching classes like this 
oae to fill in the gaps,” she said. 
"1 leant from teaching. Having to 
break things down and explain 
them makes me a better dancer 
When Reinking urged the 
morning class of professional- 
level dancers to “just be a can of 
worms," the room became Snake 
Gty. The dancers flailed arms, 
gyrated bodies and wriggled hips, 
mimicking their teacher’s seem- 
ingly jointless movements. 

Finally, Ranking clapped her 
bands and rasped, “That's 
enough torture,” in her trade- 
mark rusty-edged voice. “There's 
one problem I'd like to talk 
about," she went on quietly. 
“Some of you weren’t paying at- 
tention or 'following. I said don't 
forget your demi-plie about five 
times, and a lot of you still didn’t 
demi-plie.

Film makes you larger than 
life.”
